From Mr Webster’s great name, and acknow l­ 
edged talent,wc expected som ething above the 
ordinary standard—but unless we greatly de- 
cieve ourselves, this falls much below medio­ 
crity. 
W e advise people to rend it, if they 
can muster patience, and then decide upon 
the correctness of our judgment. 
T he Charter o f the Bunk says that the mon­ 
ey ol the United States in places where the 
Bank or its Branches are located, shall he de­ 
posited in them, “ unless lfir* Secretary of the 
Treasury shall at any lime otherwise order 
and direct,” in which ease lie shall report his 
reasons to ( 'ongress. 
The effort o f Mr Web- 
ter is to show, that the whole extent o f this 
unlimited power given to the Secretary hy 
the law, means only to authorise him to re­ 


move the Deposites when he thinks them un­
